More Extra Session Talk. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 5—Governor 


Stone was waited upon by a commit- 


tee from the state legislative board of 
railroad employes of Pennsylvania and 
requested to take immediate steps to 
bring about a settlement of the strike 
in the anthracite coal regions, and If 
necessary call an extra session of Hie 
legislature for the enactment of a 
compulsory arbitration law. The com- 
mittee presented a signed statement 
setting forth that the strike is cans* 
ing much distress among the anthra- 
cie miners and their families, hard- 
ship to millions of people and proving 
disastrous to the business interests of 
the state.

Governor Stone replied that if, by 


calling a special session of the legisla- 
ture, a law could be passed that would 
be constitutional and would settle the 
strike and prevent others, he would 
not hesitate to call a special session., 
Governor stone also said that he re- 
garded the strike as of sufficient pub- 
lic interest, to justify an extra session 
of the legisltaure if it would solve the 
difficulty but he would not call a spe- 
cial session in the interest of specula- 
tion or for political effect if no satis- 
factory law could be passed or good 
come out of it. 


The Pennsylvania courts are so 


packed in the interest of corporations 
that it is doubtful whether any lawi 
can be passed favoring arbitration that 
would escape being declared unconsti- 
tutional.

Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallatidet. 


1 Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallaudet's death 
will, cause mourning around the world, 
says the New York Tirnes. Thousands 
of deaf mutes are scattered who loved 
the rector of St.-Ann's church, in New 
York, for the • work he had done for 
them. 


Dr. Gallaudet followed in the foot- 


Eteps of his father, for whom he was 
named. Like his father, he married 
a deaf mute, and gave up his life for 
the help of the unfortunates. Father 
and son were called to the labor of 
love through the afflictions of others. 
Each was a minister of the Protestant 
Episcopal church. The elder Gallau- 
det, when a young man in Hartford, 
Conn., pitied a little girl, Alice Cogs- 
well, the daughter of a neighbor, who 
had lost her power of speech and hear- 
ing through scarlet fever. He man- 
aged to communicate with her through 
a system of signals with the fingers. 
It was not long before he taught the 
little girl to read. 


Alice's father, finding that there 


were many others similarly afflicted, 
interested wealthy men of Hartford in 
a school for deaf mutes. Dr. Gallaudet 
was sent abroad, where it was said 
that the foreigners best understopd the

Religions Idea* of nnmilan Colonlut* 


In Manitoba Hay Cmmo Them to 
1'erlnU Tli in Winter — They Torn 
Tliel r Animal* Oat to "God's Hill" 
and Will Sot V«e Them IB Farm 
Work. 


A special to the New York 'Times 


from 
Yorktown, 
Manitoba, 
says: 


Strange faticLes sometime? take pos- 
session of religious sects, but the 
strangest of all is' protiahly the dis- 
tressing mania that has enthralled 
5,000 Russian Doukhobqrsti, who have 
located in western" Manitoba. 
In the 


Swan river district the government Is 
apprehensive for the remarkable craze 
that has taken possession of those col- 
onists. 


It is well known that the Doukho- 


borsti are adverse to shedding blood. 
This is the reason they emigrated from 
Russia, and it is also the reason why 
the Canadian government exempted 
them from military duty as induce- 
ment for their location on the prairie 
lands of the west. As to what they 
should eat, this was purely a personal 
matter; but, as it appears, it was one 
of the features that was overlooked by 
the government that will cause im- 
mense trouble. 


In th > < j_^i.ry n man may eat what 


he chooses, and if his religion dictates 
tlvit he shall conform to a vegetable 
diet such beliefs are respected. All 
might have been well had this state of 
affairs been confined to vegetarianism, 
but the Doukhoborsti religion does not 
appear to be a finished product It has 
been constantly undergoing changes. 
From the belief that it was a sin to 
eat meat it seems a long jump to reach 
the conclusion that it Is wrong to eat 
animal products, but these people have 
now given up eating milk, butter, 
cheese, eggs, etc., and the cows, oxen, 
goats and fowl are increasing and mul- 
tiplying and waxing fat while the peo- 
ple are on the verge of starvation. 


Having reached this absurd position, 


it was but a step to another and more 
ridiculous one. 
If it were wrong to 


eat the flesh of animals, the same line 
of reasoning made it comparatively 
easy to condemn the use of leather 
harness made from the hides of God's 
creatures, and then followed the con- 
demnation of woolen clothing, because 
wool grows on the bodies of sheep, 
which also belong to the Lord. 
The 


next step was still more sweeping in 
its effect on their economic condition. 
It was wrong to make servants" of any 
of the lower animals, to use them for 
beasts of burden or for any other pur- 
pose. 


They had the courage of their con- 


victions and at once turned out their 
horses, cattle and sheep, driving them 
to "God's hill" to forage for them- 
selves, placing all the burdens of farm 
life on their own shoulders. 
For all 


drawing purposes, such as hauling 
heavy loads on wagons, men take the 
place of horses and oxen. Twelve or 
fourteen men hitched to a plow suffice 
for this purpose, and it is the only 
method employed by them in the culti- 
vation of the soil.' Women, even, are 
employed in this manner, though when 
coming into town men only are seen 
hauling the wagons and buggies. Ev- 
ery day in the streets of Yorktown 
dozens of men may be seen drawing 
wagons, hauling what little .produce 
they may have- for sale and carrying 
back to then: farms flour and other 
necessities. 


The Doukhoborsti are clad exclusive- 


ly in cotton clothes and wear rubber 
boots or shoes knit or woven with 
binder twine, which they buy for the 
purpose. Their food-consists of bread 
and water and such vegetables as they 
grow and wild berries and herbs which 
they gather. Their farms are neglect- 
fed and their stock, of which they had 
much, is running wild in the hills, 
where it will all die during the win- 
ter,or be appropriated by those who 
are not of their religious faith and 
who will at least give the stock shel- 
ter. 


With the advent of cold weather 


starvation and disease must certainly 
follow, and they appear to know this, 
for they have been in correspondence 
with authorities in southern Califor- 
nia. Nevada, Ari7X>na and Australia, 
with a view to emigration to a warmer 
climate where the conditions would en- 
able them to subsist on the soil with- 
out trespassing on the possessions of 
the animal kingdom. It is needless to 
say that no one wants them, so they 
are still in Manitoba, an elephant on 
the hands of the government that 
brought them from Russia a few years 
ago to develop the prairie land of the 
west

UNCLE SAM'S FREAK MONEY 


Bill* That Ar» Twenty Uollnrn on 


One Side and Ten on the lleverve. 
Scattered throughout Ihe country are 


a few pieces of paper money that arc* 
known as "freak bills" by the otliciala 
of the treasury department. 
One of 


them turned up in this city nut long 
ago—it haxl the Imprint of a twenty 
dollar note on one side and a ten on 
the other. 
As the face showed the 


twenty, that was Its legal value. 


'The deputy assistant treasurer of 


the United States, who Is stationed in 
the .New York subtreasury, was speak- 
ing of these freaks the other day and 
said he had only seen one of tlucm In 
his life, although -he had heard of sev- 
eral.. Very, rarely they have slipped 
through iiie bureau of engraving and 
printing despite a careful Bcrritiny by 
three _o^ four jfeta 'of inspectors.1 In 
most'cases they have been national 
banknotes, which, like regular treasury 
notes, are printed at the bureau in 
Washington. 
The face value < always 


is recognized when the freaks come to 
be cashed hi at any branch of the 
treasury, and the imprint on the back 
has no lawful status whatever. 


"The notes are printed in sheets at 


the bureau," said the official. 
"Usual- 


ly there will be one twenty and two 
tens on a sheet They are printed one 
side at a tune, so it can be seen that 
the printer in turning over the sheet 
might get it upside down and thus put 
a ten dollar back on the twenty dollar 
note, or twenty on the back of one of 
the tens." 


In the bureau are women who are 


supposed to examine all the bills care- 
fully, but occasionally they neglect 
to loolc at both sides as scrutinizingly 
as they should, and so the money goes 
out into circulation. When errors are 
discovered, the misprinted sheet is laid 
aside'to be destroyed. 
It cannot be 


torn up at once, for every sheet has to 
be accounted for. After a good deal 
of red tape, it is ground up into pulp. 


Most of the freak bills which have 


been issued in the past have found 
their way back to the treasury, there 
to be destroyed. It is thought that less 
than a dozen are now scattered about, 
most of them in the hands of curio 
hunters. The official said that no ef- 
fort to collect them had been made by 
the government and that the treasury 
department did not consider the circu- 
lation of the few notes a matter of 
any consequence, inasnnich as there 
was no doubt about the values AS in- 
dicated on the face.—New York Times. 


THE COOKBOOK 


If the pastry be slow in browning, 


throw a little sugar on the oven shelf. 
This will expedite matters greatly. 


If the skin of a beet root has got bro- 


ken, sear the part with a redhot iron 
before cooking it. This will prevent 
the beet from bleeding. 
' 


The next time tomato soup is plan- 


ned for the family dinner try adding 
a few slices of orange just before serv- 
ing and enjoy the pleasant flavor which 
they impart. 


Eggplant is most palatable when 


broiled. Cut into thick slices, with the 
skin on; dip in olive oil seasoned with 
salt and pepper and cook on wire broil- 
er over a clear fire five or ten minutes. 


When a cake contains too much flour 


or has baked too fast, it will sink from 
the edges or rise up sharply, with a 
crack in the middle. If cake has a 
coarse grain, it was not beaten enough 
or the oven was too slow. 


If you like cocoanut pyramids, beat 


the whites of two eggs till light and 
stiff; mix with two cupfuls of grated 
cocoanut, one cupful of powdered sug- 
ar and two tablespoonfuls of flour; 
make into pyramids and bake brown.

In the ancient world the answer is 


Palmyra. The period of its prosperity 
extended only from 117 to 273 A. D., 
156 years. In the fifth century B. C. 
Persopolis was the capital of the Per- 
sian empire for thirty years only, but 
this was merely an accident of war 
and politics. Carthage was the shortest 
lived seat of empire, for it only en- 
dured about 500 years. In modern times 
the answer would be Amarapura, the 
former capital of Burma. Fonnded in 
1783, it had in 1800 a population of 
175,000. Sixty years later the seat of 
government was transferred to Man- 
dalay, and Amarapura is now repre- 
sented only by a few ruined temples 
and bamboo huts.—London Answers.

Some That Are Told of the 


Famous Criminal Lawyer. 


H0¥ HE ALMOST SHOT A JUETMAM 


Well Known Ketv York Attorney 


Once Curried HlH ru-iillxm (o the 
Verne of Trailedj—Odd LlTperleiice 
With a Crook—H!M SucccNMful Mctli- 
odn lu Winning; Juried. 
The late William F. Howe of New 


York, the famous criminal lawyer, at 
one time narrowly escaped taking the 
life of a Jurymaji in the court of gen- 
eral sessions in New York. lie was 
speaking in defense of Alexander 
lluppe, on trial for killing Frank 
Krctchman, says a Chicago exchange. 
The pistol with which Kretchman was 
Elaiii lay on a table in front of Mr. 
Howe, who iu the course of his ad- 
dress thought it advisable to illustrate 
to the jury how the tragedy, according 
to the defense, occurred. He showed 
how the two men stood and then, rais- 
ing the weapon, said: 


"Now, 
gentlemen, to make this mat- 


ter perfectly plain. I'll pull the trig- 
ger." 


"Hold on!" yelled Assistant District 


Attorney Davis, springing to his feet 
"That gun's loaded." 


Lawyer Howe turned as white as his 


shirt front and sat down in a half 
dazed way, realizing how near he had 
come to blowing a hole in the juryman 
at whom the gun had been pointed. 
The latter tried to smile, but the effort 
was a ghastly failure, and it was some 
minutes before Lawyer Howe was able 
to proceed. Huppe was convicted of 
manslaughter and sentenced. 


William F. Howe probably appeared 


in more than a thousand murder cases, 
says the New York World. He was 
one of the most picturesque of men as 
far as dress was concerned. He loved to 
wear a cap. He always wore several 
thousand dollars' worth of jewelry. 
His hands glistened with diamonds. 
Even the buttons on his cap were of 
solid gold. The initial letters on the 
buttons were set in diamonds. His 
neckties were remarkable. Mr. Howe 
never wore the same suit of clothes 
two days in succession. 


One day a western crook was on a 


car in which Mr. Howe, who had been 
trying a case and was %ery tired, had 
fallen asleep. 
The western crook 


snatched Mr. Howe's valuable diamond 
pin and handed it to his partner, who 
at once recognized it 


'•Fool!" said the New York thief. 


"That man will have to defend you be- 
fore many days are passed." 


When Mr. Howe alighted from the 


car, he was met by the New York 
man, "who said: 


"Mr. Howe, some fool stole your pin. 


Here it is. Please excuse the fellow; 
he didn't know any better." 


In the trial of a case Lawyer Wil- 


liam F. Howe's procedure was abso- 
lutely distinctive and inimitable, says 
the New York Times. 
Gifted with a 


voice of unusual range, he could paint 
a word picture with remarkable imag- 
inative effect and at the same time en- 
act a dialogue vuth consummate art. 
He utilized every dramatic possibility 
in a courtroom. In his famous defense 
of Ella Nelson, who shot the man who 
had played her false, he stopped sud- 
denly in the midst of an impassioned 
appeal. The prisoner was seated next 
to him, heavily veiled in black, her 
head buried between her hands. Mr. 
Howe unexpectedly wheeled around. 
seized her wrists, quickly pulled there 
apart and held her arms distended so 
that her features were exposed to tU1: 
gaze of the jury, exclaiming: 


"Look at those features, proclaiming 


a broken heart!"

CAR BARNS IN A HILL. 


Uulquv Proposition to A<1<1 to I'ltU- 


uuric'M Htt'Iivuy Kncllltlon. 


Pittsburg IB likely to have ere long 


the most remarkable railroad car 
barns in the world. Engineers of the 
Pennsylvania rullroud have for some 
time been conducting an expert Inves- 
tigation into as unique a proposition 
us was ever made to a corporation, 
says the Pittsburg Times. This propo- 
sition is nothing less than the driving 
of six 330 foot tunnels into the side of 
tke hill that rises behind the Union 
station. In these tunnels are to be 
stored and cleaned the hundreds of 
curs that are daily called into use on 
the PHtsburg division of the great 
trunk line. This suggestion was the 
free offering of an eastern traveling 
man who in his frequent journejs to 
and through 1'ittsburg became im- 
pressed with the urgent need of great- 
er track facilities about the Union sta- 
tion. He visited the Pittsburg ollicials 
of the railroad, briefly outlined his 
scheme and left. 


Each of the six tunnels is to be 


about deep enough to accommodate 
four standard length couches. They 
will be wide enough for two tracl.b 
and three passageways broad enough 
for the car cleaners to work with ease. 
Electric light will dispel the darkness 
of the huge caves, while brick roofs 
and cement floors will keep the damp- 
ness out The tunnels are to be close 
together, and entrance to them will be 
gained by a ladder track connecting 
with one of the main yard tracks. The 
tunnels will be driven into the hill 
near the upper end of the trainehed, 
close to the very places where the cars 
will be needed when th trains are 
made up. It is believed that the entire 
work can be done for considerably less 
than $300.000. 


The storage tracks now used are be- 


yond the Seventeenth street knuckle. 
For many months they have been 
wholly inadequate to the demands 
made upon them, but there was no 
way to increase their capacity. An im- 
portant part of the Union station is 
underground. It was the lack of room 
that impelled the construction of sub- 
terranean baggage rooms and tracks.

THIEK IT SIKFUL TO EAT MEAT. 


Idea* of Rumilnn Colonl»t» 


In Manitoba May Online Them to 
Perish Thin Winter — Ther Turn 
Their Animal* Out to "God'a Hill" 
nnd "Will Tiot Vie Them IB Farm 
Work. 
A special to the New York limes 


from 
Yorktown, 
Manitoba, 
says: 


Strange fancies sometimes take pos- 
session of religious sects, but tbe 
strangest of all is prob'ably the dis- 
tressing mania that has enthralled 
5,000 Russian Doukhoborsti, who have 
located in western* Manitoba. In the 
Swan river district the government is 
apprehensive for the remarkable craze 
that has taken possession of those col- 
onists. 


It is well known that the Doukbo- 


borsti are adverse to shedding blood. 
This is tbe reason they emigrated from 
Russia, and it is also the reason why 
the Canadian government exempted 
them from military duty as induce- 
ment for their location on the prairie 
lands of the west As to what they 
should eat, this was purely a personal 
matter; but, as it appears, it was one 
of the features that was overlooked by 
the government that will cause im- 
mense trouble. 


In th"1- ' u—nry a man may eat what 


he chooses, and if his religion dictates 
tint he shall conform to a vegetable 
diet such beliefs are respected. • All 
might have been well bad this state of 
affairs been confined to vegetarianism, 
but the Doukhoborsti religion does not 
appear to be a finished product. It bas 
been constantly undergoing changes. 
From the belief that it was a sin to 
eat meat it seems a long jump to reach 
the conclusion' that it Is wrong to eat 
animal products, but these people have 
now given up eating milk, butter, 
cheese, eggs, etc., and the cows, oxen, 
goats and fowl are increasing and mul- 
tiplying and waxing fat while the peo- 
ple are on the verge of starvation. 


Having reached this absurd position, 


it was but a step to another and more 
ridiculous one. 
If it were wrong to 


eat the flesh of animals, the same line 
of reasoning made it comparatively 
easy to condemn the use of leather 
harness made from the hides of God'; 
creatures, and then followed the con- 
demnation of woolen clothing, because 
wool grows on the bodies of sheep, 
which also belong to the Lord. The 
next step was still more sweeping in 
its effect on their economic condition. 
It was wrong to make servants of any 
of th'e lower animals, to use them for 
beasts of burden or for any other pur 
po=e. 


They had the courage of their con 


victions and at once turned out their 
horses, cattle and sheep, driving them 
to "God's hill" to forage for them

The deputy assistant treasurer of 
he United States, who is stationed in 
;be New York subtreasury, was speak- 
ing of these freaks the other day and 
said he had only seen one of them In 


iii life, although -be bad heard of sev- 


eral. Very, rarely they bare slipped 
brough iiie bureau of engraving and 
printing despite a. careful ecrdtiny by 
;hree- ot four if€ta 'of inspectors.; In 
most' cases they have been national 
banknotes, which, like regular treasury 
notes, are printed at the bureau in 
Washington. 
The face value always 


s recognized when tbe freaks come to 
je cashed in at any branch of the 
:rcasury, and the imprint on the back 
las no lawful status whatever. 


"The 
notes are printed in sheets at 


tbe bureau," said the official. "Usual- 
ly there will be one twenty and two 
:ens on a sheet. They are printed one 
side at a time, so it can be seen that 
the printer ia turning over tbe sheet 
might get it upside down and thus put 
a ten dollar back on tbe twenty dollar 
note, or twenty on the back of one of 
the tens." 


In the bureau are women who are 


supposed to examine all the bills care- 
fully, but occasionally they neglect 
to loot at both sides as scrutinizingly 
as they should, and so the money goes 
out into circulation. 
"When errors are 


discovered, the misprinted sheet is laid 
aside'to be destroyed. It cannot be 
torn up at once, for every sheet has to 
be accounted for. After a good deal 
of red tape, it is grotmd up into pulp. 


Most of the freak bills which have 


been issued in the past have found 
their way back to the treasury, there 
to be destroyed. It is thought that less 
than a dozen are now scattered about, 
most of them in the hands of curio 
hunters. Tbe official said that no ef- 
fort to collect them had been made by 
the government and that the treasury 
department did not consider the circu- 
lation of the few notes a matter of 
any consequence, inasmuch as there 
was no doubt about the values as in- 
dicated on the face.—New York Times.

heavy loads on wagons, men take the 
place of horses and oxen. Twelve or 
fourteen men hitched to a plow suffice 
for this purpose, and it is the only 
method employed by them in the culti- 
vation of the soil.' Women, even, are 
employed in this manner, though when 
coming into town men only are seen 
hauling the wagons and buggies. Ev- 
ery day in the streets of Yorktown 
dozens of men may be seen drawing 
wagons, hauling what little .produce 
they may have for sale and carrying 
back to their farms flour and other 
necessities. 


The Doukhoborsti are clad exclusive- 


ly in cotton clothes and wear rubber 
boots or shoes knit or woven with 
binder twine, which they buy for the 
purpose. Their food "consists of bread 
and water and such vegetables as they 
grow and wild berries and herbs which 
they gather. Their farms are neglect- 
fed and their stock, of which tbey bad 
much, is running wild in the hills, 
where it will all die during tbe win- 
ter-or be appropriated by those wbo 
are not of their religious faith and 
who will at least give the stock shel- 
ter.With the advent of cold weather 
starvation and disease must certainly 
follow, and tbey appear to know this, 
for they have been in correspondence 
with authorities in southern Califor- 
nia. Nevada, Arizona and Australia, 
with a view to emigration to a wanner 
climate where tbe conditions would en- 
able tbem to subsist on tbe soil witb- 
out trespassing on tbe possessions of 
the animal kingdom. It is needless to 
say that no one wants tbem. so tbey 
are still in Manitoba, an elephant on 
the bands of tbe government that 
brought them from Russia a few years 
ago to develop the prairie land of tbe 
west.

This suggestion was the 
free offering of an eastern traveling 
m:in who in his frequent journi'js to 
and through Filtsburg became im- 
proved with the urgent need of great- 
er track facilities about the Union sta- 
tion. He visited the Pittsburg otlicials 
of the railroad, briefly outlined his 
scheme and left 


Each of the six tunnels is to I>P 


about deep enough to accommodate 
four standard length coaches. The;, 
will be wide enough for two tracks 
and three passageways broad enough 
for the car cleaners to work with case1. 
Electric light will dispel the darkness 
of the huge caves, while brick roofs 
and ceiueut floors will keep the damp- 
ness out The tunnels are to be close 
together, aud entrance to them will be 
gained by a ladder track connecting 
with one of the main yard tracks.

French Invention Recommended For 


A'evr East River Bridge. 


A suggestion to provide for shore to 


shore traffic and 
about one-fourth

The means suggested is a 


ferry bridge, and Louis A. Risse. for- 
mer general topographical engineer of 
X'cw York citj, makes it. 
While at 


be Paris exposition of 1900 Mr. Risse 
became acquainted with this ferry 
bridge or "trar.sborder," the invention 
of Ferdinand Arnotiin. It consists es- 
sentially of a ferry car suspended 
above the surface of the water v> any 
desired height by means of steel ca- 
bles from trucks running on tracks 
placed on the underside of a bridgelike 
structure. An overhead electrical con- 
ductor furnishes the Current to the mo- 
tor. At Rouen, Fr.ince. wiiere M. Ai- 
nodin erected a tran«-border, tbe time 
occupied in rroung the car from one 
bank of tho Seine to the other ^as 
fifty seconds. Other European cities 
have fcince installed similar ferry 
bridccs. 
,3Tr. Risse, says the article, believes 
tliat this ferry bridge c^nl-i not be add- 
ed'to the Brooklyn bridire without con- 
siderable expense, but it could easily 
be attached to the new Ea=t river 
bridge, the center opening of the tow- 
ers of which would ghe sufficient ac- 
cess to the car and the width of which 
is sufficient to furnish arconimodations 
for two cars.

TO GROW TEA IN TEXAS. 


Government Experts to Start Experi- 


ment Station Near Beaumont. 


Dr. B. M. Duggad, plant physiologist, 


United States department of agricul- 
ture, and Cornelius L. Shear, assistant 
pathologist, arrived in Beaumont, Tex., 
the other morning to make prelim- 
inary tests of soil and arrangements to 
start an experimental tea farm under 
government supervision, says the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat. 
Dr. Duggad 


stated that the government 
would 


spend between §3,000 and $4,000 in 
making the experiment in southern 
Texas and they would be followed 
by -the tea expert, who would make 
definite arrangements. 


Dr Duggad said: "We think tea will 


grow' in Texas, and a -profitable belt 
may be found extending through here 
and Louisiana. 
We will make the 


first experiment east of the Trinity riv- 
er and will require about five acres of 
land The government, is conducting a 
very' successful tea farm in South Car- 
olina and the climate is practically the 
same, except that it is a little warmer 
here. On this farm is growing a tea 
which is being sold at from 15 to 2o 


1 cents per pound, and good laud will 
' raise from 400 to 500 pounds of tea a

William A. Larned of Summit. N. J., 


now has undisputed, claim to the title, 
"America's greatest tennis player," 
and In defeating at Newport, R. 1., R. 
F. Doherty, the English challenger for 
the American championship, who had 
previously worsted Malcolm D. Whit- 
man of Boston, ex-champion of Ameri- 
ca, Larned demonstrated what his 
friends have long held, that when in 
one of bis periodical streaks of bril- 
liancy few of the world's experts could 
equal him. 


Larned is a quiet, unassuming play- 


er, and he is a perfect type of tho "in 
and outer," meaning one that is at his 
best one day and at his worst the next, 
lie seldom plays in" the same form on 
.two succeeding days, and this peculiar- 
ity was clearly shown in his lirst match 
with K. F. Doherty, which occmred at 
Bay Ridge, N. Y., in the international 
series for the Davis trophy. On the 
first day of the match he won ti\ o sets 
straight, and on the second he lost 
three straight. 


Larned has been a prominent con- 


testant m the national championship 
matches for six or seven years, ne-\er 
reaching the top until last year at 
Newport. To illustrate his peisistency 
in his quest for the leader's title a 
friend tells the following story. At the 
close of the championship tourney at 
Newport three years ago in which the 
champion bad been defeated again, he 
was approached by a United States 
Lawn Tennis association official, -nho 
said: 
"Well, old chap, it's rather hard luck 


to lose again. Whitman seems to be 
too good for the rest of you fellows." 


The future champion laughed, shook 


his head and replied. 


"Yes, it is rather discouraging to be 


beaten year after year, but I'm not 
through yet. I may not win next year, 
nor the year after that, nor the year 
after that, but rest assured there will 
come a time some day when W. A. 
Larned will be at the top of the heap, 
even if I have to live to the age of 
Methuselah to do it."

TO GROW TEA IN TEXAS. 


Government Experts to Start Experi- 


ment Station 3Vear Beaumont. 


Dr. B. M. Duggad, plant physiologist, 


United States department of agricul- 
ture, and Cornelius L. Shear, assistant 
! pathologist, arrived m Beaumont, Tex., 
the other morning to make prelim- 
inary tests of soil and arrangements to 
start an experimental tea farm under 
government supervision, says the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat. Dr. Duggad 
stated that the government would 
spend between $3,000 and §4,000 in 
making the experiment in southern 
Texas, and they would be followed 
by" the tea expert, who would mate 
definite arrangements. 


Dr. Duggad said: "We think tea will 


grow in Texas, and a profitable belt 
may be found extending through here 
and Louisiana. 
We will make the 


first experiment east of the Trinity nv- 
' er and will require about five acres of 
land. Thc government is conducting a 
' very successful tea farm m South Car- 
olina, and the climate is practically the 


i same, except that it is a little warmer 
' here. On this farm is growing a tea 
' which is being sold at from 15 to 25 
1 cents per pound, and good land will 
; raise from 400 to 500 pounds of tea a 
year."

Congressman Cooper and a number of 
prominent citizens, who are furnishing 
all the data in. their power regarding 
the country.

SOUTH AFRICAN FUTURE 


Dr. Joseph C. Hartzcll Tells of 


Its Needs. 


UNION OF COLONIES PREDICTED. 


The Rev. Thomas Cocbrane, minis-

Missionary Bishop Says Orange Col* 


on5-, the Transvaal and Rhudcuia 
Strongly Favor Confederation With 
a Central Parliament — Johannc*- 
bnrjc to Be World's Gold Center 
For Fifty Years. 
Bishop Joseph C. Hartzell of the 


Methodist Episcopal church, who re- 
cently returned from his sixth episco- 
pal tour as missionary bishop for Af- 
rica, talked to a representative of the 
New York Tribune the other day at 
the Methodist headquarters in Fifth 
avenue concerning his travels and gen- 
eral affairs in Africa. 


On the question of the South African 


Avar, the bishop has had positive con- 
victions from the beginning. His first 
visit to South Africa was in 1897, two 
years before the war. 
He warned 


President Kruger and Dr. Leyds that 
they were leading their people into an- 
archy and war, in which case they 
would lose their country. Last Jan- 
uary in Cape Town he delivered a ser- 
mon on the moral aspects of the war 
and made a direct and earnest plea to 
the Dutch ministry in the south to use 
their influence to end it. 


'I consider the terms of surrender 


honorable to both sides," said Bishop 
Hartzell. "The Boers could have kept 
up the struggle longer, as their women 
were being fed in concentration camps 
and their children were in schools in 
these camps,rand they had no lack of 
arms or ammunition. They had a scat- 
tered army of fifteen or twenty thou- 
sand. But their military power had 
been broken, all the cities were in pos- 
session of the English, and, in view of 
the enormous resources of the empire, 
to prolong the struggle would only 
have been to insure a more complete 
defeat and to reduce the chances for 
favorable terms. 


"The course of the leaders who con- 


ducted the negotiations with the Eng- 
lish has'been thoroughly manly. The 
cordial reception in England of these 
men and the manifest purpose of the 
empire in every way to treat the Boers 
as honorable and reliable are certainly 
very creditable." 


"Do you think that there will be 


harmony between the masses of the 
English and the Dutch people?" 


"Yes; but it will take time and pa- 


tience and careful administration. Just 
now the crucial point is in Cape Col- 
ony, 
where Sir Gordon Sprigg, the 


premier, has called together the parlia- 
ment, seeking to have certain necessa- 
ry laws passed, including a treason 
bill and a redistribution bill. The im- 
portance of the latter lies in the fact 
that the rural districts, where the 
Dutch predominate, have an oversbare 
of representation. The English in Cape 
Colony clamored for the suspension of 
the constitution for a year or two, but 
this would require the action of the 
Imperial parliament and Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the colonial secretary, very 
wisely refused to ask for suspension 
without first giving the people of the 
colony an opportunity to manifest their 
loyalty to the empire and the best in- 
terests of South Africa. 


"England fought in South Africa for 


the just representation in the govern- 
ment which the Dutch in the Trans- 
vaal refused, and it would now be un- 
wise for her to refuse to give the same 
privilege to English and Dutch alike in 
Cape Colony. 


"I think confederation ol the differ- 


ent colonies in South Africa will come, 
because it ought to come. Cape Colo- 
ny will probably move slowly in the 
matter. Natal may also move slowly, 
but Orange Colony, the Transvaal aud 
Rhodesia are very much in favor of 
confederation, with a central parlia- 
ment The population in this territory 
south of Zambezi, not counting the 
Portuguese Of East Africa and German 
Southwest Africa, is more than 800,000 
white, people and perhaps- 7,000.000 
of blacks.. The increase in population 
among both races will be rapid from 
this time forward, and the sooner these 
colonies, which correspond to states in 
America, are brought into perfect uni- 
ty as to trade relations, system of rail- 
ways, educational interests and poli- 
cies affecting mining, agriculture and 
manufactures and the native popula- 
tion the better it will be for all. The 
most difficult problem will center in 
questions affecting the civilization and 
elevation of the native millions of the 
dark continent 


"I would not go quite so far as Lord 


Kitchener has gone and say that South 
Africa will be another America, be- 
cause so large a part of this territory 
is within the torrid zone and made up 
practically of arid lands, where there 
is no rain during half the year. But 
that South Africa has a great future 
is manifest Johannesburg alone will 
be the gold center of the world for at 
least fifty years and has more gold in 
sigfct than there is now in circulation 
in tbc world. Kimberlcy will continue 
for generations to yield from $20,000.- 
000 to $30.000.000 a year in diamonds. 
The railway systems tvJll soon mtt-t 
to become a continental system. 


"At Victoria faJJs, which are more 


than twice as hipb as those of Niag- 
ara, the right to utili/x; the water pow- 
er was given to 1S93 to a company 
which purposes to develop electric 
powfr for tbe copper mines, coal mines 
and gold mines." 


"Are 
yon encouraged over your mis- 


sionary worSt?" 


"Very much indeed. In each of our 


missionary centers on botb coasts we 
are developing industrial schools and 
churches amone the natives, master- 
ing their languages and developing effi- 


cient t«ach6rB and preachers. In Urn- 
tali, in east Rhodesia, we are making 
a special effort to found on a large 
scale industrial missions among the 
uatlves. 


"Cwll Rhodes was a very much bet- 


ter and greater man than multitudes 
of people believed him to be. lie once 
told me that his highest ambition was 
to do the greatest possible thing for 
barbarous humanity and to promote 
the unity of the English speaking 
world. He was essentially a man of 
the people. He believed In God and 
the Christian religion, but had doubts 
on many points of dogma. His philan- 
thropies were phenomenal, both as to 
the numbers of those he helped and the 
sums given year after year. He had a 
wonderful respoct for America. I wish 
he had provided for English students 
to come to America as well as for 
those Of America to go to England."' 


Bishop Hartzell expects to remain In 


America for several months. He will 
seek to have the Methodists take Afri- 
ca, aud especially its missionary Inter- 
ests, more seriously into their thoughts.

The reform crusade inaugurated by 


Secretary Shaw against malingerers, 
gamblers and other discreditable em- 
ployees of the treasury department has 
resulted, among other things, in un- 
earthing a description of malingerer 
known as "two hat men," writes the 
Washington correspondent of the Pub- 
lic Ledger and Philadelphia Times. 
The two hat man is, as his name indi- 
cates, a man who wears two hats—not 
both at once, but separately. 


When the "two hat man" arrives in 


the office in the morning, he apparent- 
ly has only one hat, which he removes 
and hangs upon a peg. Later in the 
day 'h^ becomes possessed'of a desire 
to drop-the business of the treasury de- 
partment for awhile in. favor of en- 
couraging the liquor traffic or of going 
out on-business to a bucket shop. He 
leaves his hat on the peg, walks out of 
the office, pulls a soft hat out of his 
pocket, puts it on and stays out as long 
as he pleases. If his chief notices his 
absence, a glance at the hat hanging 
on the peg is sufficient to assure any- 
body that the clerk is still in the de- 
partment building and presumably at- 
tending to business of some kind. 


The two hat scheme has only teen 


discovered within the last few days, 
and as a result the officials have be- 
come so exacting that it is dangerous 
for a person known to be a "two hat- 
ter" to leave his room even on business 
of the office. 
It necessitates an ex- 


planation.

How Secret Serrice Men Shielded 


the President In a Crisis. 


Solid rest was the keynote of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's recent Sunday on the 
shores of Lake Champlain, says a dis- 
patch from Burlington, Vt., to the New 
York World. Ten days" of speechmak- 
ing had tired him out. 


Burlington's enthusiastic greeting to 


the president the other night had one 
thrilling moment. The reception at the 
home of ex-Governor Woodbury was 
in full swing and a great crowd was 
pressing close around the president to 
shake his outstretched hand when out 
went the lights, and the house was in 
total darkness.

It was a bit of rapid ac- 
tion showing the trained readiness of 
the men selected as guardians of the 
president's safety. A few Vermont 
notables had been roughly pushed back 
and rumpled, but they tnjoyed the 
impromptu exhibition of vigilance aa 
much as any one else.

American Soldier Who Ha* IIccu

The trouble with the Jloros in Min- 


danao promises to be pretty serious, 
says the Newark (N. J.) Call. The 
Moros are a fierce and warlike people 
and, being followers of Mohammed, 
believe there is no road to hemen so 
sure or rapid as that by death found in 
battle. The Washington officials ha\e 
long been in fear of an outbreak among 
these people, and now Uncle Sam's 
soldiers have been practically ordered 
off the island by one of the dattos, v. ho 
has strongly intrenched himself. Prep- 
arations are being made to teach the 
islanders a lesson that they will not 
soon forget. The Moros have simulated 
peace, and some of the dattos aie HO 
doubt friendly at present. One, how- 
ever, while declaring undying a flec- 
tion for the United States, has been 
quietly gathering allies from miles 
around. According to recent dispatches 
he has lined the walls of bis fort with- 
out and within with stone. Then he 
sent word that Americans must move 
on; that they were not fit to live among 
Moros since they (the Americans) eat 
pork and do other barbarous things. 
Of course Uncle Sam has nothing to do 
but take that fort. Artillery has been 
ordered, 2,000 soldiers (fell there are on 
the island) are mobilizing and will 
presently invest the fort. Then will 
come the lesson. 


"I am sorry to see the Moro trouble 


has come at last," said a Newarker the 
other day who served for some time in 
Mindanao in the regular array. Every 
man who has served in that part of the 
Philippines knows that it was inevita- 
ble, still we do not like to see the thing 
really here, for it means bloodshed, 
and no man knows how much of it. I 
knew a Spanish lieutenant who had 
served for twelve years in Mindanao 
in the Spanish army, and I have 
known others who have passed consid- 
erable time there. I have seen the peo- 
ple myself and have a pretty good idea 
of what the boys Lc-v? on band. 


"The dispatches say allies have been 


assembled in this particular fort Well, 
that may mean thousands of fighting 
men. Nobody knows the population of 
Mindanao. I have seen them come 
streaming into the city of Zamboango 
on market days down the one road 
from the hills in streams by hundreds 
and hundreds. There are unnumbered 
thousands of them in those mountain 
fastnesses. They never bowed before 
the Spanish. In fact, the Spanish pret- 
ty generally feared them atwi Jet them 
pretty severely alone after/ they had 
cut one body after another of Spanish 
troops to pieces. They killed hundreds 
of Spaniards. Lost a good many of 
their own men, of course, but that did 
not bother them so far as fighting 
went 


"They are a brave, you might say a 


fearless, people. When our cannon bat- 
ter down the fort those that are left 
will fight from behind the heaps of de- 
bris. Why, once the Spaniards attacked 
one of their forts with cannon, and do 
you think it feazed these devils? Not 
mych. They charged the guns with 
bows and arrows. The Spaniards stuck 
to the guns as long as they could and 
mowed swaths hi them, but old Mr. 
Moro came right on, and he took the 
guns too. 


"If I were out there and were or- 


dered in. I'd have to go, and I would 
but I tell you right now that I would 
not relish the job. It is one thing to 
train your rifle on an enemy like the 
Tagals and other Filipino tribes out- 
side of Mindanao and another to get 
on the firing line with the Moros in 
front of you. It takes something of the 
starch out of a man to fire carefully 
and often see the enemy drop and final- 
ly run, and it's another very different 
thing to see the mass close up after 
you make a hole in it and come right 
on just the same. Talk about a crazy 
negro with a razor, he is a peaceful, 
babbling boy alongside of these Moros 
with the battle hunger in them and 
their glittering swords (krisses) swing- 
ing over their heads. 


"Those swords, by the way. are often 


beautifully made and decorated with 
gold and silver work, with ivory han- 
dles and all that Very often, if you 
examine the hilt of a kri.-H. you will 
find a number of little scratches or 
nicks. Each indicates a life the own- 
er of the kriss has taken. 


"Once we acted as escort for a num- 


ber of dattos who were *<»<:]g down to 
a conference- These chaps who are 
chiefs of districts, have a cheerful way 
of winding their turbans to indicate 
the number of individuals they have 
given personal pushes int<> the happy 
bunting grounds.

Referring to a recent cabloftram pub- 


lished iu our columns on the American 
Invasion of Canada, the reverend gen- 
tleman expresses wonder that Kngllsh- 
mon arc so willing to hand over "the 
splendid agricultural and commercial 
opportunities which Canada offers" to 
our American coiibins. 


"I venture." he continues, "to make a 


suggestion and to mention a movement 
which may be of interest to some of 
your readers. 


"From conversations with not a few 


intelligent persons I have gathered 
that many who would otherwise be 
inclined to go to Canada are deterred 
by the dreaded isolation aud loneliness 
of farm life on the prairie. 


"People desire neighbors, and many, 


in short, would emigrate if they could 
join a company of desirable people 
wuo would settle closer together and 
be neighbors. 


"This grouping of sclllers would 


have many of the advantages of co- 
operative agriculture and would meao 
success from the start. 


"Large reduction in the cost of trans- 


portation of the people and their ef- 
fects from the mother country to their 
new home in Canada and also of farm 
machinery, animals and building ma- 
terial purchased there would be a nec- 
essary result 


"There might further be co-operative 


ownership and use of the heavier and 
more expensive kinds of farm imple- 
ments, such as mowing, reaping and 
thrashing machines. These are only a 
few of many obvious advantages." 


Such a party, he concludes, is being 


organized, with himself at its head, and 
he is prepared to receive communica- 
tions from any one who would like to 
join it

Veruo Churchill, who left the Wal- 


dorf-Astoria liotel on u wajst'i- Nmv 
Year's day, 1003, to circle the ^lubc in 
twenty months, arrived at New York 
the other day on the steamer Mnjc-stic, 
two days ahead of time, says the New 
York "World. He started out with only 
u nickel, which was presented to him 
by Admiral Dewey, a part of the 
wager, being that he must earn enough 
as he traveled to pay all his expenses 
and bring back a surplus of $2,000 in 
cash or diamonds. 
The man with 


whom lie made the bet was Paul Boyu- 
ton, the swimmer. 


Churchill, arrayed in n suit of white 


duck and wearing about five pounds ol 
medals, called at the oflicu of the above 
mentioned paper the other night to an- 
nounce his return. lie is thin, forty-one 
years of age, 5 feet 7 inches in height 
and weighs 130 pounds. He has newspa- 
per clippings recounting his adventures 
from all the countries through which 
he passed. 


Ip his tour Churchill has always 


traveled first class and put up at the 
best hotels. He is a "lightning artist" 
by profession and has paid his way 
around the^yorld by making pictures. 
In countries where he could not speak 
the language he made known his wants 
in pictures. 


"When I left New York," he said, 


"I walked to Yonkers, as I did not 
want to spend the nickel which Dew- 
ey had given me. In Youkers I gave 
an entertainment in the Park Hill 
Country club and got enough to pay 
my railroad fare to Hudson and to get 
some things I needed. I worked my 
way along to Buffalo, giving entertain- 
ments in various towns. In Buffalo I 
stopped at the Pan-American fair for 
seven months and made §1,400. At 
Helena, Mont., I frescoed the big Au- 
ditorium free and then gave an enter- 
tainment which netted me §400. 1 
agreed to grain the walls of the Audi- 
torium before I left, but was bound 
and gagged by bandits, who stole all 
of my $1,800. I had to borrow $21 the 
next morning to pay my fare to Seat- 
tle, and there I sold a ring to pay iny 
fare to Japan. In Yokohama my first 
entertainment was given at the Club 
hotel, the resort for Americans and 
Englishmen. I visited many of the 
Japanese towns and made much mon- 
ey. 


"My next jump was by boat to Vlad- 


ivostok, Kussia, and on the way we 
•were wrecked and driven as-iore in 
one of the seas of Japan. I traveled 
9,000 miles across Russia and Siberia, 
making pictures wherever I went I 
would go into a public place where 
there were a lot of officers and men of 
rank and without a word would sketch 
the most prominent chap in the outfit 
Then I'd give him his picture, and he'd 
give me 4 or 5 rubles. Then every one 
else in sight would want a picture of 
himself at the same price, and I'd reap 
a harvest. 


"When I finally reached the Russian 


frontier, they sent me back 300 miles 
to Warsaw to get my passes fixed up. 
I stopped there at the hotel which, I 
am told, is owned by Paderewski. 
From Russia I went straight through 
to Berlin and so on back to London 
and then Liverpool. 


"Next New Years I am going to start 


around the world in an automobile."

The most highly developed of inn- 


chiny tools is tin; automatic screw ma- 
chine, and, like many another con- 
trivance for saving labor, it« home Is 
Ncv/ Kngland. It in a development of 
the ordinary steel working lathe, the 
intermediate slop being the monitor 
lathe, in which tho various cutting 
tools protrude from the side of a steel 
turret like thirteen inch guns from a 
battle-ship turret. In the nonautomatic 
screw machine the turret Is revolved 
by thc operator so as to bring each tool 
into play, just as the turret on the old 
Monitor was revolved to bring one gun 
aftor another into action. But In the 
automatic machine the work is done 
without human guidance. 


In making screws, nuts, bolts, studs 


and other small pieces that must be 
turned, drilled or threaded for watches, 
clocks, typewriters, electrical instru- 
ments and other mechanisms all the 
operator has to do is to feed the 
"stock"—a long, thin rod of steel or 
brass—to the machine. The feeding 
mechanism carries the rod slowly for- 
ward into the field of action. The tur- 
ret advances and puts its first tool at 
work on the end of the rod. When this 
tool has done its task, the turret with- 
draws it, turns and advances a second 
tool Into action. 
Each cutting tool 


around the turret has its distinct work 
to perform—one cutting a thread, an- 
other shaping a head, another putting 
on a point, another drilling a hole, still 
another putting on knurling. The tur- 
ret automatically brings each of per- 
haps six tools into action, and when 
the work is finished the completed 
screw drops into a pan, while the 
"slock" is automatically fed forward 
to begin the complex operation again. 
A stream of machine oil pours contin- 
uously on the work to carry away the 
heat, and the little metal cuttings col- 
Ipr-t in a heap under the machine. 


Hour after hour this wonderful au- 


tomaton goes through its cycle of oper- 
ations, the turret clicking every mo- 
ment as it brings a new tool forward- 
Small brass pieces, oh which but one 
tool cuts, are dropped at the rate of 
four a second. Large screws of com- 
plicated design upon which a whole 
turretful of tools must work are cut 
from a steel rod at the rate of one or 
two a minute. So perfectly are these 
screw machines constructed that an un- 
skilled workman can operate a row of 
them. All he is required to do is to keep 
:hem fed with "stock." In some shops 
girls tend the machines.—Success.

LARGEST TREE

The last of the Kliiniiccoclis, once 


second only to thc .Mojitauks .MS thc 
most powerful tribe on Long Ihlund, 
are working out their life problem on 
u narrow neck of beautiful, lo\v iiind 
which projects into ShJnnccook bay 
between .Southampton and Shinnocock 
hills, says the New York Tribune. 
There they live in the lazy poverty 
that comes of their sadly mixed blood, 
intermarry and 
slowly ducTea.se In 


numbers. 


The Shinnecock reservation consists 


of 400 acres of line,agricultural land, 
less than a third of which is under 
cultivation. It is governed by three 
trustees, elected by th<> Indians from 
their own number. The land is held 
in common and is open to cultivation 
by any member of the tribe. One wish- 
ing to start a small farm selects an 
unoccupied plot of land and claims it 
before the trustees. He can plant upon 
it as many years as he likes, but is 
not allowed to lease or sell it. If he 
abandons it for a year, he has no fur- 
ther claim on it. 


The reservation begins where the 


principal residence street of South- 
ampton ends. A straggling array of 
shacks and cabins built on either side 
of a crooked road meets the eye. jlost 
of them have not been seriously re- 
paired in twenty years, and they were 
old then. 


As the main road through the reser- 


vation approaches its last windings 
one comes to the church, schoolhouse 
and parsonage, three in a row, all pre- 
sided over b3T a colored Presbyterian 
clergyman, the Rev. T. H. Lackland. 
He came to Shinnecock from the south 
three years ago, strange even to the 
customs of rforthern whites. lie took 
well with the Indians, and both church 
and school have prospered. 
He was 


found talking earnestly to a young In- 
dian, devising a plan which would 
give the Indians work in the winter 
and one which, he thinks, would be of 
great financial benefit to the tribe. It 
is nothing less than an automobile 
race track around the reservation. 


"But the Indians can hardly afford 


horses and wagons, to say nothing of 
automobiles," remarked the reporter. 


"You forget that we are surrounded 


•with rich people here," replied the min- 
ister. 
"They own automobiles and 


would speed them if there were a good 
track. Our young men have little'to 
occupy them in the winters. 
They 


could grade a roadway sixty feet wide 
around the reservation, following the 
shore closely on the bay side. It would 
be practically level, and there is noth- 
ing to run into but rabbits. We would 
charge a substantial toll, and the road 
could be kept up without much ex- 
pense." 


"The toll would be nice," said the 


young Indian, but he did not seem to 
be strongly in favor of the proposition 
for winter work.

Uralite, a new firs resisting matei-ic 


for constructional purposes, originally 
invented by Colonel Inchenetski, a 
Eussian artillery

manufacture asbestus frcin Canada, 
the United States and the Ural moun- 
tains is ground to pulp and raised with 
about 30 per cent of chalk to fill up 
the interstices between the short fibers 
and after going through a number of 
chemical processes appears in the form 
of tough, pliable strips.

A deed 
box, constructed of wood and lined 
with uralite, one soft layer of which 
separated two layers of wood, while 
two more layers, one soft and one 
hard, covered the inside and outside, 
was placed on iron standards inside an 
iron framed hut, covered and lined 
with uralite. A fierce fire was kindled, 
the temperature inside at one tirao 
reaching 2.030 degress F., and after 
being left for over half an hour an ex- 
amination was made. It was found 
that the wood nearest the fire was 
charred right through, but the middle 
uralite was sound. The outer layers 
were porcelaiued and were badly crack- 
ed. Papers placed inside were slightly 
discolored, owing to distillization, but 
were not charred. Sulplmr and fusible 
metal placed within crucibles were un- 
changed, a portion of paraffin wax in 
another crucible alone having melted. 


Another test had for its object the 


j trying of what various pattern doors 
fitted into a brick hut would staud. A 
fire was ignited inside, and the doors 
were closed ami left so for over an 
hour. The highest temperature at one 
time was 2,350 degrees E. As a result 
one door of two layers of uralite run- 
ning throughout and forming the pan- 
els, with a framework of 4hnber on 
either side, was penetrated by flames 
after some time, which was not sur- 
prising, considering its slight struc- 
ture, and most of the wood was 
charred off. 
The uralite, however, 


stood. Another door of two layers of 
oak, separated by uralite, with two 
layers of the same material without 
and within, proved impenetrable, the 
inner layer only being cracked aud 
porcelnincd. 
This was intended to 


represent a warehouse door. Two oth- 
er doors were equally successful, a 
sheet of tin in one only being slightly 
buckled. In the case of two sections 
of platform, one cf wood only and the 
other of wood cased with uralite. the 
former was rapidly eaten away by the 
Sr.r.so.s while the lalicr wns at the 
c-3:d quite slron;r.

it was shown ihat uralite can be paint- 
ed and will ia«e a wood veneer, which 
w;31 ::<'t wsjjj or crack, anil is about 
one-fifth cf the vrcight of its own size 
in comacat'CxJ ir«n.
